Better Safe Than Sorry 

Soil drifting is most severe fli _ 
those falls which are open. nuld_ 
nnd remain almost snowless into 
early winter. Like this season fpr 
instance. Considerable wind ero- 
sioh resulted from one severe wind 
storm experienced by the north* 
ern part of the province ihia fall, 
says G. R. Sterling . Supervisor of 
Soil Conservation and Weed Con¬ 
trol. This was particularly true of 
summerfallowed land which had 
been worked excessively during 
the summer season and left com¬ 
pletely devoid of cover. However, 
while some fields drifted badly, 
others just across the fence re¬ 
mained undisturbed. The differ¬ 
ence In such Instances was usually 
a bare field compared to one pro¬ 
tected by trash cover. 

Fields not covered with snow- 
ary out even though they are fro¬ 
zen. Strong winds readily move 
small particles of dry dust and 
soil. On trash covered fields, these 
first-to-nun’e particles are trapped 
and do no damage. On bare over- 
WSJrked fields the initial move¬ 
ment dislodges more and more par¬ 
ticles. These in turn go to work 
in the manner of a sand blast with 
disastrous results when wihds are 
strong and sustained. 

In the spring the danger of un¬ 
protected summerfallow drifting is 
increased by the slaking effect of 
alternate freezing and thawing. 
Under these conditions trash coy¬ 
er is even more valuable than in 
i the fall. 

The amount of trash, rover far¬ 
ming has inerensed in the north¬ 
ern part of the province during 
the last two or three years, states 
Mr. Sterling. Those who have not 
adopted this valuable farming 
' practise should do so; otherwise 
their soil may drift both in the 
fall and spring of the year. It is 
wise to learn from the experience 
of others rather than learn \he 
hard way from bitter personal ex¬ 
perience. • , \

Sppie look on grass 
landing as the most necessary part 
ot sound rotations,' and some see 
it as a national way of farming 
which we must undertake if we 
are to regain vanishing soil riches 
and make certain that our pro¬ 
duction of food, feed, oils and fib¬ 
er will be adequate for the on¬ 
coming generations. 

All ar#«t’alid positions The dir¬ 
ection of the preserit book is to¬ 
wards profits. You <3ln have more 
milk In the bucket, more weight 
on your beef cattle and sheep, 
more pounds of pork and poultry 
by going to a grass land, program 
in whole or in part. 

' The writers of this book recog¬ 
nize that while the basic rules of 
grass landing are largely the same 
everywhere, certain regional dif¬ 
ferences in practice are advisable. 
Therefore, the Dixie South, the 
arid Southwest, jthe Mountain 
States, Pacific Coast and Canada 
have each come in for separate 
consideration and recommendation 
from resident specialists. 

The criticism has been made 
that the grassland enthusiasts 
urge a huge capital investment, an 
all-grass program, a get-into-it-all 
-at - once - and - wait - for - profits. 
None of these things is true of 
this Joint Committee's approach. 
We believe in starting, if necessary 
with one field at a time and small 
foundation herds when there is no 
livestock. In many places where 
row cropping is good practice, i,e. 
does not cost too much of the soil 
capital, the Committee beli^VeS 
that grasslanding can be a proper 
modification of a wise cash-crop 
system. Thus, a man already est¬ 
ablished .in a- livestock program 
can go into all-out grasslanding 
today if he so desires and can

CHRISTMAS PUDDING > 
Christmas puddings as we know 
them were not eaten until about 
1670, and first appeared as a stif¬ 
fened form of the earlier plum 
porridge. This was a concoction of 
meat-broth, raisins, wine, fruit 
juice and spices, the whole thick¬ 
ened with brown bread and served 
in a semi-liquid state at the oe- 
ginning of the meal. Mince pies 
were well known by the end of the 
sixteenth century and contained 
nation or meats' tongues, chicken 
and eggs, as well as the usual 
fruit and spice. Turkey appeared 
on Christinas tables about 1542 
and gradually superseded the 
more magnificent dishes of our 
ancestors—swans, bustards, and 
peacocks dressed in their feathers 
and with gilded beaks.
